Refused to Answer Direct Ques- 
| tion Put to Him by Deputy 
Cohen 


BERLIN, Nov. 16.—Dr. Karl Helf- 
\ferich, former German vice-chancellor, 
jappearing as a Witness Saturday at 
the inquiry of the sub-committee of 
the national assembly, was fined 300 
marky for refusing to answer a ques- 
ition submitted by Deputy Cohen. Dr. 
Helfferich said he had never answered 
|a@ direct question from Cohen and did 
jnot intend to in future. 

The sub-committee yesterday dis- 
jcussed the note of Secretary of State 
“Lansing, mllegcd to have proposed 
|that if German submarines would con- 
fine themselves to cruiser warfare, 
merchantships would no longer be 
| armed, 

Dr, Helfferich declared that if this 
proposition had been carried out the 
result would have been the conclud- 
ling of peace in 1916 and In consequ- 
jence the note of Secretary Lansing 
‘would have had «& decisive effect on 
the war and perhaps a historic signi- 
ficance.

SAYS SHOE 
PRICES BRING 
BIG PROFITS 


Lieut.-Col. W. B. Price, Acting for 
Commerce Board, Explains 
Advance4n Leather

PRICE OF HIDES. 


Declare: That the Markets Are 
Under Oontrol of the 
United States. 


TORONTO, Nov. 16.—Lieutenant- 
! Colonel W. B. Price, who has been 
acting for the board of commerce in 
connection with the probe into the 
prices of boots and shoes fn this city, 
jaid his case before the board here 
on Saturday and showed that exces- 
sive profits were being made. 

After explaining how the manufac- 
turers fix their prices (on estimates 
made several months before the shoes 
are sold), Colonel Price told the board 
that prices of various materials have 
| been going up at an alarming rate. 

Prices of uppers, for instance, had 
risen by 127 per cent. between 1918 
and 1918, while between 1913 and 1919 
the rise had been 338 per cent. Sole 
leather had increased by 177 per cent. 
since 1913, while findings had ad- 
vanced by 109 per cent. Labor costs 
also had risen sharply, the advance 
since 1913 amountirg to 100 per cent. 

The colonel said that, while the pro- 
duction in 1918 was three times as 
great as now, the turnover, In dollars 
and cents, was just as great today as 
six years ago. The evidence showed 
that the manufacturers’ figure on 25 
per cent. gross profit on gale prices, 

U. S. Control, 

Dealing with the question of hides, 
the colonel said the market was un- 
der the control of United States firms 
and Canadians were dependent on 
United States material for the better 
grades of shoes. 

As to the jobbers, the speaker sald 
they were making a profit of about 
twenty per cent., fifteen from the 
manufacturer and five from the con- 
sumer. The colonel told of a jobber 
who cleaned up $190,000 In 1918, 

Profits of department stores were 
too large, in the colonel’s opinion, and 
he thought they should reduce their 
prices in view of their enormous turn- 
over. In one store the net gain in 
19138 was over $90,000 on boots and 
shoes alone, and in 1918 the turnover 
was over $8,000,000, and the nel profits 
$220,000.

Alleged Confession by I.W.W. Man Implicates Several Men in Jail 
Cities—Posse of Men Scour the Coun- | 


try to Ascertain the Truth of Report of Death of John Haney | 


in Centralia and Nearby 


CENTRALIA, Wash, Nov. 16.—In- | 
dustrial Workers of the World planned 
the Centralia shooting three weeks be- 
fore armisticy day, according to an 
alleged confession made by L. Rob- 
erts, confessed I.W.W., who surren- 
dered himself to the officers following 
Tuesday's shooting, in which bullets 
from the guns of radicals killed four 
former U. 8. soldiers marching in the 
holiday parade. 

The confession said the 1.W.W. ex- 
pected their hall would be attacked 
on armistice day and that all,the 
radicals who took part in the shooting 
expected to be killed. According to 
Roberts’ statement, Westry Everetts, 
the lynched I.W.W., apparently direct- 
ed the movements of the radicals, as) 
he sent Roberts and two others to 
Seminary Hill, near the scene of the 
shooting, with advices to “shoot when 
they shoot or when we heard shoot- 
ing.” 

Roberts in his alleged confession 
implicated several alleged I. W. W.

Mr. Stefansson stated that he found 
one-half of one sled load enough ra 
two years’ sojourn in the north And 
that this was made up of scientific 
instruments, photograph apparatus, 
beddings and even books to read, 

His party was never on food or fuel 
rations. The fat of animals supplied 
the fuel, mostly seal blubber, and 
when one seal was gone there were 
plenty more to get blubber from, The 
dogs were always fat and the men in 
condition, The snow houses were ald 
ways warm enough to shed the fur 
coats and to sit stripped to the waist 
even when it was 50 below outside. 
The diaries were always written by 
fountain pen instead of pencil and not 
with mittens on by half-frozen fingers 
who were

afraid to use the fue! they had 
freighted all the way in case they 


could not get more. 

The stories of the hardships where

The ‘‘Housing’’ Proposal. 

A committee of the Union of Al- 
berta Municipalities urged Pre- 
mier Stewart to bring into effect 
the housing scheme projected by 
the Dominion Government. Under 
this scheme the Province can bor- 
row from the Dominion a million 
and a half dollars, which it may 
re-loan to cities and towns with 
which to build houses, to be sold 
on long term payment plans and 
at cost prices. As the Dominion 
would be secured by the Province, 
and the Province by the cities, the 
only parties anywhere along the 
line to take any risk would be the 
property-owner in the city who is 
ultimately responsible for debt and 
the purchaser of the municipally- 
built houses. As Edmonton—like 
most of the other cities in the Pro- 
vince—is already loaded down 
with obligations, and faced by the 
prospect of the tax rate clamber-! 
ing even higher than its present| 
level, the fact that the proposal is| 
not to accept a gift but to make} 
another addition to the city debt 
is one not to be lightly overlooked.

[the position of mayor and aldermen, 
and also the procedure of municipal 
elections, are very numerous at this 
ttme of the year. 

In answer to these, City Clerk Cox
